2. INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D1 discloses (page 6 line 10 - line 17; page 7 line 3 - line 16): 

A method of providing location information on a mobile device, the method comprising: 
receiving signals from external devices, each signal including information that specifies a 
geographic location for the external device that has provided the signal; 
calculating a geographic location for the mobile device by using the information contained 
in each of the received signals; 

generating a representation of the geographic location of the mobile device, wherein the 
representation is based on the calculated geographic location; 

including the representation of the geographic location within an electronic message that 
provides information describing a user of the mobile device to other users of an electronic 
communications system; and 

transmitting the electronic message to another device to provide an indication of the 
geographic location for the user to one of the other users of the electronic communications 
system. 

3. OTHER INDEPENDENT CLAIM 24 AND 25 

The subject-matter of claim 24 and 25 define the same features as in claim 1 , but in terms 
of "machine-accessible medium" and "system". 

For these reasons, the same reasoning as for claim 1 applies, mutatis mutandis, to the 
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subject-matter of claim 24 and 25, which therefore are also not considered new in the 
sense of Article33(2) PCT. 

4. DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-23 

Dependent claims 2-23 do not contain any features which, in combination with the features 
of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of novelty or 
inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT).
